Requests of heads of city depart-

THERE IS NO DRY 
ENFORCEMENT LAW 


Contend That Passage of Wil- | 
lis-Campbell Act Automati- | 
cally Repealed Volstead Law |

SIOUX CITY, Ia. April 4.—A/} 
plea that the Volstead act has been | 
automatically repealed by subse- 


quent legislation and that in con- 
sequence there is no national pro- 
hibition enforcement law, has 
been made to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals by coun- 
sel for Marie Bevington, Sioux 
City hotel proprietor. 

The law firm of Goltz, Snyder 
and Brown bases its appeal on the 
contention that Congress, by pass- 
age of the Wills-Campbell Act in 
1921, automatically repealed the 
Volstead act. The attorneys argue 
that the Willis-Campbell act re- 
enacted all internal revenue laws 
of the United States applicable to 
intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes which previously had 
been repealed by the Volstead law. 
They contend further that since 
the Supreme Court has held that 
passage of the national*prohibition 
law automatically repealed this 
portion of the internal revenue law, 
the re-enactment of that law under 
the title Willis-Campbell act would 
in turn repeal the Volstead act.

AUSTRIA PLANS 
COALITION AFTER’ 


Bridge Wide Differences 
Between Parties—Modifi- 
cation of Rents Issue. 


By the Associated Press, 

VIENNA, April 4.—The great 
question of the hour in Austria is 
whether the new Government 
which will probably be § created 
next week by some sort of coali- 
tion, will be able to bridge the 
serious differences between the 
Christian Socialist party and the 
Social Democratic opposition upon 
which the Seipel Government was 
wrecked yesterday. The Christian 
Socialists declare that they were 
sacrificed by ChanceHor Seipel in 
order to test the good will of the 
Social Democrats, who previously 
had promised that if the Chancellor 
withdrew they would collaborate 
sincerely with his successor, pro- 
vided the successor departed radi- 
cally from the Seipel policies, 

The outstanding issue before the 

country remains the modification 
of rents restriction measure, which 
by denying dandlords an adequate 
income is declared by economiats 
to be depriving the republic of the 
ability to offer acceptable security 
for foreign loans. ’ 
Mer. Ignaz Seipel, the Catholic 
priest Chancellor of the Austrian 
republic for six years, resigned 
yesterday with his colleagues of 
the Christian Socialist party. 


’ Besides being Chancellor, Dr, 
Seipel was Minister of Home Af- 
fairs and Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. He will continue provision- 
ally in office in order to dispose 
of current business. 

The Chancellor explained the 
resignation by saying that he had 
become a personal impediment to 
the passage by Parliament of cer- 
tain urgently needed legislation. 
There was also, he said, serious 
differences of opinion within his 
own party as well as a conflict be- 
tween his followers and the Pan- 
German or Nationalist group. 

A third reason for the withdraw- 
al was the failure of the Govern- 
ment to obtain a loan of $100,000,.- 
000 from either America or Europe, 

Says Church Is Chief Concern. 

He said that he could have con- 
tinued to resist criticism as @ gov- 
ernment official but that he could 
nét hold his office in the face of 
opposition to him personally as a 
priest. The church, he said, was 
his chief concern. 

Although the resignation of the 
Chancellor was not wholly unfore- 
seen, it came much. sooner than 
many had expected. It grew large- 
ly out of the fact that the Clerical 
party, which controls the national 
government and the Social Demo- 
cratic party, which rules Vienna, 
had opposite views on almost evcuy 
subject calling for legislation. 

The Chancellor's popularity had 
weakened steadily since the disas- 
trous riots of July, 1927, when 
nearly 100 Socialists were killed 
and sevéral hundred were wound- 
ed. There have been clashes since 
then betwee: the Home Defense 
League, personally sponsored by 
Dr. Seipel, and the Social Demo- 
cratic organization which has for 
its object the maintenance of a re- 
public. : 

Recently the Pan-German or Na- 
tionalist group in Parliament de- 
serted the Clerical party and joined 
the Social Democrats. This de- 
feated Dr. Seipel's plan to establish 
a Catholic university at Salzburg 
and it also killed his project to 
open a Catholic school in Bergen- 


land. 
Charge of Enemies. 

The Chancellor's frankness was 
praised by his political adversa- 
ries, but they declared that he 
was appointed Chancellor rather 
than representative of the Pope 
and that the country's 

economic and political situation 
should be his first and only care,

Definite city plans providing for 
developments expected for 25 or 
00 years in the future do not impair 
the fortunes of any individual en- 
terprise and inevitably add to the 
aggregate wealth of a community, 
Alfred Bettman, a member of the 
Cincinnati Plan Commission, told 
representatives of a number of 
civic bodies which met yesterday 
at Hotel Statler. 


The meeting was the first of a 
series of five called by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, to which 150 
civic and improvement associations 
have been invited. Out of - the 
meetings, it is expected, will come 
a plan for an additional bond issue 
to finance the river front develop- 
ment and other needed improve- 
ments. 

“No expenditure of labor or cap- 
ital adds to the genera! wealth un- 
less it is wisely located,’ Bettman 
told the gathering. “It would not 
occur to any of you to employ one 
architect to design the halls of a 
home and another to plan the 


to the location and size of the halls. 
If we cannot see that the city is as 
highly organized as a house it is 
due to our limited imaginations. 

“It would be folly to lay out the 
aisles of an industrial plant so that 
there would be offsets and blind 
alleys. The problem of where the 
aisles are to be, how ‘long, how 
wide, the relation of their location 
to that of offices and machines— 
this is determined before the plant 
is built. 

“If we do not see that the city 
is as integrated and co-ordinated 
28 an irdustrial plant it is due to 
our lack of intelligence ar@l imag- 
ination.” 

Bettman pointed out that the 
promoter of a subdivision, seeking 
only the maximum profit and ig- 
noring social values, would plan it 
so that certain areas would be re- 
served for industrial and commer- 
cial development, others for resi- 
dences and playgrounds. 

“The same thing is true of the 
67 square miles of St. Louis,” he 
said. “You must make some ad- 
justments because of existing de- 
velopments, but if you are able to 
see 25 or 50 years into the future 
you will have much greater free- 
dom in your planning. Rebuilding 
is the experience of every city. The 
time comes when every building 
becomes obsolescent.”’ 

He said that actual bounderies of 
St. Louis formed only a political 
unit and declared the real unit was 
the urban region, however it might | 
be divided by communities or un- | 
incorporated territory. For this 
reason he held regional plan com- 
missions functioning outside of the 
city were necessary.
